A source advised on December 7, 1961, that the 
Jewish Cultural Clubs of Chicago (JCCC) which initially rented 
space at 177 North State Street, Chicago, Illinois, during 
1956, moved to 3300-3314 West Lawrence Avenue, Chicago, on 
December 1, 1961. 

A second source advised on May 15, 1962, that the 
JCCC has nine or ten affiliated clubs. The membership of the 
clubs includes many former members of the Jewish Peoples 
Fraternal Order - International' Workers Order (JPFO) (IWO). 

This source on October 25, 1961, made available a 
copy of the Perspectives and Proposals presented at the annual 
JCCC conference held October 22, 1961. The aims and purposes 
set out in the Perspectives and Proposals are as follows: 

As a progressive Jewish organisation, it is our task 
to be alert and to react to all matters concerning the welfare 
of our people and our country. The question of peace, civil 
rights and growing anti-Semitism, the rising pro-Nazi tendencies 
and organizations. . .are of paramount importance to our organi- 
zation. In presenting our program, we urge active support and 
cooperation with peace movements against the threat of a third 
nuclear war; an all-out campaign to help expose and eradicate 
organized anti-Semitic groups; to study bills pertaining to 
the health, security and welfare of our senior citizens; to 
intensify our cultural activities and to support Jewish 
children's schools as a means of perpetuating this heritage.' 

LEO BERMAN, President of the JCCC, according to a 
third source in March, 1962, was one of three Communist Party 
members who are attorneys in the City of Chicago.

NATIONAL LAWYERS GUILD, 
CHICAGO CHAPTER 


A source advised on May 16, 1962, that it was his 
understanding that the National Lawyers Guild (NLG) was formed 
around 1936 in New York City and that the Chicago Chapter of 
the NLG (CCNLG) was formed shortly thereafter y possibly in 
1937, by a group of liberal progressive lawyers in protest 
against the non-liberal, non-progressive American Bar 
Association. The CCNLG has no established headquarters but 
occasionally uses the return addresses of its officials on 
literature. The current CCNLG President is PEARL M. HART, 
who is also a member of the NLG National Executive Board. 

On June 23 and 26, 1951, LOUIS F. BUDENZ, former 
national Communist Party (CP) functionary, advised that PEARL 
HART, a Chicago attorney, was introduced to him as a member 
of the CP. He also reported that he was repeatedly advised 
through reports by an Illinois CP leader in the National 
Committee meetings, and through instructions to him from 
national CP leaders, that HART continued to be a member of 
the CP up to at least October, 1945.

Informant knows he must not divulge his relationship with the Bureau 
to her either now or after marriage and only after both he and the 
Bureau are sure of her proven loyalty and trustworthiness. According 
to informant, Lieb has a communist background, but he feels she is 
loyal to her country and she can be taken into our confidence with 
regard to his current operation. Lieb has stated to informant that 
she has never been a true communist and in reality, despises communism. 
She claims all her family is loyal and religious. 

Lieb is a case worker for the Cook County Department of 
Welfare in Chicago and a graduate of Northwestern University. 
Investigation has disclosed that she was listed as a member of the 
Communist Political Association in 1945 and an informant reported 
her at a Communist Party club meeting in 1956. Her name has been 
listed in records of the Civil Rights Congress in the 1950’s and the 
"Daily Worker" in the 1940’s and 1950’ s. 

Chicago has been instructed to conduct discreet inquiries 
. to determine her present loyalty and sympathies. Accordingly, 

I Chicago has requested authority for a technical surveillance (tesur) 
on her residence in Evanston, Illinois for a temporary period. It 
will be necessary to monitor the tesur from premises which are avail- 
able to April 15, 1962. In view of the need to rent the plant space 
immediately, SAC Gale was telephonically authorized on 3-14-62 to 
pay the rental of $125 for the month.

Special Agent in Charge Johnson called today/, x', 
concerning CG 6653-S*, who is the wife of CG 5824-S*.^ ' 

CG 5824-S* is currently making plans for another Solo 
trip to Moscow at the specific instructions of Gus Hall. 

Hall and his wife are also en route to Moscow for conferences 
with Soviet officials. Within the last few days, Gus Hall 
asked CG 5824-S* if the wife of CG 5824-S* was going to 
^ accompany the informant to Europe. He said he advised Hall 
he had not contemplated taking his wife along whereupon Hall 
specifically instructed the informant that he should take 
his wife with him on the next trip to Moscow. Hall is 
scheduled to meet the informant in Moscow and to introduce 
Hail to some of the informant *s contacts there. Apparently 
Hail desires the informants wife in Moscow to provide, some 
degree of company for his, Hall*s, wife. The informant said 

1 he'. argued rather strongly that his wife not go with him to 
Moscow but Hall was insistent that the informant take his 
wife along. 


CG 5824-S* has advised the Chicago Office that 
while he does not particularly desire to take his wife with 
him, in view of Hall*s pressure he feels this probably is 
necessary, Chicago accordingly asked for authority to advance 
CG 5824-S* necessary funds for him to take his wife with him 
on the next Solo trip.
